Seven annexations have been
made to the original Torrance
Tract purchased by a group
headedby Jared Sidney Torrance
in 1011, when the townsite was
laid out, according to official
city records. When the original
city was incorporated May 21;
1921, the town had grown from
about one square mile to 8.82
square miles,

There were no more annexa-
tlons until Feb. 9, 1926, when
the city was extended north
to 100th street and west "to
the Redondo Beach city boun-
dary, except for an Island of
unincorporated territory which
Is still outside Torrance. This
western annexation was 4.14
square miles,
